Hitherto some pastors and elders 
have prepared similar statements, but 
they have not been uniform nor authori- 
tative j the present design is to have one 
statement for use in the 8000 Presbyterian 
churches represented in the Assembly. • 


The old Confession .of Faith is not to be 


set aside by this new statement, according 
to the action of yesterday. Whether sub- 
sequent Assemblies may offer the brief 
statement under discussion as a substitute 
for the present Confession, or an alterna- 
tive of it, lies wholly within their jurisdic-~ 
tion, as the action of one Assembly, in 
this respect, is not binding upon the next 
or any other. Should the summary sug- 
gested meet the approval of the Assembly 
at any time it will be wholly within its 
power to send it down to the Presbyteries, 
either as a substitute or an alternative 
Confession; or one-third of the Presbyter- 
ies might unite in the request that this 
should be done, and the Assembly, in that 
event, would be obliged to submit it to 
them. 
If two-thirds of all the Presbyter- 


ies accepted it, it would supersede the 
Westminster Confession and become a part 
of the Constitution of the Church. 
This 


doubtless explains the action in 'the As- 
sembly yesterday. ^-The New Creed men 
recognize that possibility, and the conser- 
vatives feel that 'they can defeat it in-Mlie 
Presbyteries if it be ever submitted to 
them. Both parties, therefore, feel sure 
of their ground, and face the 
future 


without fear. 


The committee appointed has another 


duty besides preparing a statement for 
popular use. It is to amend five Chap- 
ters of the present Confession of Faith, 
but to do so in such a manner that the 
integrity of the 
system 
of 
doctrine 


known as Calvinism shall be in no way 
^impaired; it ir'not intended to weaken 
the Presbyterian doctrines, but so to 
modify them that they will be less liable 
to misconstruction. One chapter which 
has caused much criticism is that rela.l.ig 
to the decrees of the Almighty, by which 
it is understood that the number of people 
who can be saved is unalterably deter- 
mined. 
ThiH has given rise to the proverb 


'that "If a man is going to be saved, he 
will be saved, and if he is going to be lost, 
he will be lost." 
Some reference will 


doubtless be mode to the power of man to 
reject the offer of salvation, placing the 
responsibility upon the individual while 
recognizing the sovereignty of the 
Al- 
mighy. 


Another chapter, referring to infant sal- 


vation, has boon the battleground of theo- 
logians and the despair of sorrowing par- 
ents for two and a half centuries. 
The 


Confession states in explicit terms that 
"elect infants" who die are saved; it does 
not say that any non-elect infants die. 
Dropping the word "elect" will remove all 
objections to that chapter. ""The Oree 
will then state that infants dying in in 
fancy are saved. One section speaks 
the sinfulnesH of good works done by un 
regenerate mon as being sinful and there 
fore not pleasing to God, "while thei 
neglect of them is more sinful and dii 
pleasing to God." This section may be 
omitted in the revision, or explained. 


The committee is authorized to amen 


the Confession in two ways; by cbangin 
the text itself, or by preparing what i 
known as a declaratory statement. 


The committee is instructed to prepar 


amendments of Chapter III, which has tc 
do with God'H Eternal Decree—foreordi 
nation and tho doctrine of predestination 
chapter X, section 3—elect infants; chap 
ter XI,. section 7—works done by unregen 
erated men; chapter XII, section3—oaths 
and chapter XXV, section 6—relative to 
tho Pope of Rome. 


The Assembly has done a groat work 


and its labors will go down into history 
The effect will be far reaching, and rids 
the church of (in incubus which will be 
strong impetus to growth. 
' 


Tne Westminster Confession was adopt- 


ed in 1729 and the ideas prevailing at that 
time are out of nil harmony with the rea- 
soning and interpretation of later years. 


We no longer burn witches, and the 


strange and weird doctrines of the church 
were sadly in need'of revision. The Con- 
fession is not u sacred writing and there 
should have been no compunctions of con- 
science about altering the phraseology of 
the texts. Changes have been made be 
fore. In 1788 the Amoral Synod of New 
York and Philadelphia amended the Con 
fessio'n in three,chapters. 


The only amendment of the Confession 


of Faith since 1788 was effected in 1886-87 
by striking out from chapter XXIV, sec- 
tion 4, the clause forbidding marriage 
with a deceased wife's sister. 


The General Assembly has .rendered a 


great service to the church, and one of the 
most pleasing features is that the decision 
was reached in perfect order, unanimity, 
and Christian spirit.

Hirrard's Roll of Fame. 


The great living room of the new Har- 


vard Union, which is to be the general so- 
cial ciub of the whole university, is to ba 
a kind of memorial to famous Harvard 
men, graduates or instructors. Tbe di- 
mensions of the room are to be about 90 
by 40 feet, with oak panelling to tha 
height of 16 feet, and two oak mantels. 
One of these mantels will carry a bust of 
Washington, who received his degree 'of 
LL. D. In 1776 while he was besieging 
Boston; the other an ideal bust of John 
Harvard, of whom no portrait is known to 
exist. 


The panelling will contain tablets with 


space for the names of 200 Harvard men, 
which will be inscribed in gilt in raised 
letters. The first selection of twenty-five 
names has already been made and is as 
follows: Joan Adams, 1755; James Rus- 
sell Lowell. 1888; Louis AgassU (hon.), 
1848; Ralph Waldo Emerson, 1831; Joseph 
Warren, 1758; Cotton Mather, 1678; Joseph 
Story, 1798; Benjamin Peirce, 1829; Ed- 
ward Everett, 1811; Asa Gray (hon.), 1844; 
Henry Dunster; Charles Bnlfinch. 1781; 
Charles Sumner, 1830; John 
Quincy 


Adams, 1787; Henry Wadeworth Longfel- 
low (hon.), 1869; Oliver Wendell Holmes. 
1829; John Winthrop, 1732; James Otis, 
1743; William Ellery Channing, 1798; Na- 
thaniel Bowditoh (boa'.), 1802; George 
Bancroft, |1817; Samuel Adams, 1740; 
Washington Allnton, 1800; Francis James 
Child, 1846; Jeffries Wyman, 1838. 


Tbe names of many men-are, of course, 


conspicuous by their absence—Francis 
Parkman, fornxample, and Phillips-Brooks 
and the Harvard Heroes of the War for 
tbe Union. These names wiH- be added 
.later. 


Of those now chosen four received only 


:the honorary degree—Longfellow, Gray 
and Agassiz, who were closely connected 
with Harvard as teachers, and Bowditch, 
the famous writer on navigation, who was 
a fellow, or trustee, of the corporation. . 


Of the leas popularly known names Bui- 


finch was the architect who built the Cap- 
itol at Washington; Prof. Child, the chief' 
authority in this country on Chaucer and 
in the world on ballad literature; Dunster, 
the first Harvard Pesident; Peirce, the 
famous mathematician; Winthrop, 
the 


Harvard professor of natural philosophy 
at a time when physical research was in 
its infancy in America; and Jeffries Wy- 
man, the well-beloved -Cambridge physi- 
cian who was the companion and teacher 
of so many of the famous men who have 
made Cambridge and Harvard what they 
are.

This bridge is to be erected in connection 
with a proposed re-arrangement of the 
tracks in South Trenton and the straight- 
ening of approaches on both sides of the 
river to the bridge.

To Buoy the Upper Delaware. 


United States government officials made 


a careful examination of the channel for 
the Delaware river between Boidentown 
and Trenton on Friday last and gave as- 
surances that they would recommend hav- 
ing it marked by buoys and beacons at an 
early date. 
The party came up the river as far as 


Bristol on the lighthouse tender, Zizania, 
and was met by Captain Horace Wilson 
and Captain F. G. Edwards, of the Wil- 
mington Steamboat Company, and Thomas 
H. Thropp, of Trenton. 
Lieutenant Oomander Harry Godey and 


Captain AUins got on board the yacht, 
John E. Thropp, and continued the jour- 
ney up the river as far as Trenton: 


After reaching White Hill, tbe govern- 


ment officials made a careful examination 
of tbe channel, going over almost every 
:oot of water. 
When abreast of Pernwig the yacht got 


aground, which necessitated waiting for 
the tide to rise. This was not due to ig- 
norance of the channel but of atf effort to 
Inspect too closely the channel's limits. 
•There are no marks to indicate the chan- 
nel above White Hill and this has long 
been a hindrance to navigation, and par- 
ticularly on dark nights, when it is almost 
impossible to secure an adequate range.
